Reds Angry at Nehru 
for Giving Out De- 
nial by Dalai Lama— 
2000 Rebel Casual- 
ties in 10-Day Drive. 


TOKYO, April 23 (AP)—The 
Chinese Communist command 
in Tibet claimed today it had 
wiped out the bulk of the Ti- 
betan rebellion and killed, 
wounded or taken prisoner 
nearly 2000 rebels. 


The army said that the only 
remaining opposition was from 
“a few remnant bandits who 
have fled to remote mountain- 
ous areas.” 

“With the active support of 
the Tibetan people in those 
localities,” 
said, “the troops are continu- 
ing to hunt out and mop up 
the scattered remnants, They 
will be wiped out in the near 
future.” 

The army report, broadcast 
by the Communist New China 
News Agency, said that in 
more than 10 days of fighting 
the Red troops had captured 
a vast number of villages, in- 
cluding “all the key points in 
the border area of the Loka 
region and in the northern 
ranges of the Himalaya moun- 
tains.” 

The Loka area is the main 
rebel base southeast of Lhasa. 
It is Tibet’s border area with 
India and Bhutan. 


India Taken to Task. 

The Chintese-Communists 
meanwhile fired an angry bar- 
rage of criticism at the Indian 
government for releasing the 
Dalai Lama’s statement that he 
left Tibet voluntarily. 

The charges were the most 
serious yet in a rapidly mount- 
ing campaign to silence Indian 
criticism of Communist Chinese 
actions in Tibet.

The House proposal, in the 
form of .a constitutional amend- 
ment, would distribute 34 cent 
of the increase to cities, towns 
and villages; 4% cent to the 
counties, and % cent to the 
state highway system. 

Amendment Required. 


The House proposal was sub- 
mitted as a constitutional 
amendment because the Mis- 
souri constitution requires that 
all state gasoline tax receipts 
be spent on state roads. The 
proposal would require ap- 
proval by Missouri voters. 

Gov. Blair and the State 
Highway Commission had 
urged that the tax be raised 2 
cents a gallon on a permanent 
basis, with all of the money 
earmarked for state roads. 
Their proposal would have 
raised $30,000,000 a year to 
help finance a 20-year. state 
highway expansion and im- 
provement program. 

The 1-cent increase proposed 
under the Senate bill would ex- 
pire Nov. 8, 1960, the date of 
the next state general election. 
It would raise only about $16,- 
000,000 before it expired. 

The House proposal, if adopt- 
ed, would give the state high- 
way system only $11,250,000 a 
year in additional funds, pro- 
vide a similar amount for 
municipalities, and give the 
counties $7,500,000 a year. 

Population Basis. 

Funds for cities would be 
distributed on the basis of 
population, and the money 
could be used only for con- 
struction and maintenance of 
streets. Every Missouri city, 
town and village with more 
than 200 residents would share 
in the money, but they would 
be prohibited from levying a 
municipal gasoline tax. 

Two formulas would be used | 
for the distribution of state | 
gasoline tax revenues to coun- | 
ties for local road purposes. 
One half would be distributed | 
on the basis of the mileage of | 
county roads, and the other | 
half on the basis of assessed | 
value of farm lands. |

BETTER BE prepared for 
price advances on most fresh 
vegetables this week, due to 
varying weather conditions 
throughout the country. 


For instance, celery (which 
has been so cheap for many 
weeks) is in fairly light sup- 
ply. The heat in California a 
while ago forced it to mature 
so rapidly that it was almost 
impossible to harvest it quick- 
ly enough. This premature har- 
vest upset the schedule, and 
celery poured into market in 
such abundance that it was 
bargain-priced. 

This is just an example of 
how the best-laid plans of men 
can be upset by a trick of na- 
ture which will be reflected in 
supplies and prices of produce. 

This doesn’t mean that 
prices will be sky-high on any- 
thing but a few luxury items, 
but it does mean that many 
items have moved from the 
“low” to “moderate” price 
category. 

Cabbage is one of the best 
vegetable values this week. Al- 
though potatoes are among the 
items which have advanced, 
they are still cheap enough 
for any budget. However, new 
potatoes are in light supply. 
California long whites are be- 
coming more plentiful as they 
enter their spring season. 

Iceberg lettuce is fairly rea- 
sonable, but leaf and bibb are 
high. Low-priced endive, esca- 
role and romaine are available 
but the quality leaves so much 
to be desired that it will be 
the part of wisdom to pay the 
moderate-to-high prices for 
that of better quality. 

Other moderately priced 
vegetables include artichokes, 
carrots, broccoli, eggplant,

(AP)—The Deep South is 


National Education Association 
reported today. . 

On the other hand, many of 
the Southern states are spend- 
ing a greater percentage of 
their citizens’ personal income 
to support their schools than 
are the richer states elsewhere. 

The N.E.A. issued its annual 
report, “rankings of the states,” 
with 60 tables of figures to 
show how the various states 
stood in different educational 
categories. It picked no over- 
all best or worst, but the 
figures told quite a story. 

For instance: Mississippi this 
year is paying its classroom 
teachers an annual salary of 
$3070, lowest in the nation. It 
is spending $181 per year for 
each student in average daily 
attendance, less than any state 
except Alabama, which spent 
$164. 

Leads in Draft Rejections. 

But Mississippi led _ the 
nation in one respect: In 1957 
almost half its young men who 
registered for the draft failed 
to pass the pre-induction men- 
tal examination. Mississippi’s 
rejection rate was 49.9 per 
cent, followed by South Caro- 


lina (49.8), Alabama (42.6), 
Louisiana (38.9) and Georgia 
(37). 


At the other end of the 
table, Montana had the lowest 
rejection rate, 3.5 per cent. 
Next came Iowa (3.6), Minne- 
sota (4.2),

The national average of “cur- 
rent expenditures per pupil in 
average daily attendance” for 
1958-59 is $340. 


New York, with $535, is 
spending more per pupil than 
any other state. Next comes 
Alaska ($520), New Jersey 
($463), Wyoming ($435) and the 
District of Columbia ($434.43). 
The 10 lowest states on this 
list are all Southern or border 
states. 


But Mississippi spent 3.8 per 
cent, and Alabama 3.3 per cent,

Teachers Pay Range. 

The annual average salary of 
classroom teachers for this 
year ranges from Alaska’s $6400 
to Mississippi’s $3070. The na- 
tional average $4775. New York 
is second with $6200. Eight of 
the 12 lowest paying states are 
Southern or border states. 

The N.E.A,. cited 1950 Cen- 
sus Bureau figures, the latest 
available, to show that Utah 
led the nation in the number 
of school years completed by 
persons 25 or over. The median

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$8,000,000 SHIP 
DEAL WINDFALL 
IS PREDICTED 


WASHINGTON, April 232 
{(AP)—Senat»or John J. Williams 
Delaware, said today 


— Maritime Administra- 
on. 

Under the agreement, three 
large tankers are to be built at 
a cost of $51,300,000 at a Quincy 
(Mass.) yard, 

Williams told the Senate that 
not only did the contract give 
Onassis a windfall, but the 
Government was being used to 
guarantee 874% per cent of the 
construction costs. 

The windfall, Williams said, 
grew out of an earlier deal 
under which he asserted Onas- 
sis got a $20,000,000 advantage 
from the Maritime Adminis- 
tration. 

The agency permitted this, 
Williams said, by allowing 
Onassis to transfer to foreign 
registry 14 ships he bought 
from the United States Gov- 
ernment. Their earning power 
was much greater under for- 
eign registry, Williams contin- 
ued, because lower wages could 
be paid crews. 

But, he said, the administra- 
tion justified this on the 
ground Onassis had agreed to 
build the three tankers ‘in 

American shipyards. 

The agreement, Williams 
said, was that Onassis would 
build the new tankers without 
any United States aid and that 
they would be controlled by 
American-owned companies. 

In the event the contract 
was forfeited, he sa‘d,, the 
United States was to collect 
$8.000,000 from Onassis. 

But, he said, the maritime 
agency now had waived the 
$8,000,000 and Onassis was to 
get aid on the construction. 

“This, in effect, is an $8,000,- 
000 gift to Mr. Onassis,” Wil- 
liams said. 

Williams, freque.t critic of 
Government shipping deals, 
said the maritime administra- 
tion sought to justify the con- 
tract “as being in the best in- 
terest of the American taxpay- 
ers by emphasizing that the 


three tankers will be operated 
by American citizens under the | 
American flag.” | 

Williams disputed that the | 
controlling company was Amer- | 
ican-owned. The ships, he said, 
will be built by Victory Car- 
riers, Inc., a Delaware corpo- 
ration with American officers 
and citizens. But, he added, the | 
Americans are “mere figure- 
heads” because they do not 
own a single share of stock in 
the company. 


He said all of Victory Car- 
riers’ stock was owned by 
United States Petroleum Car- 
riers, Inc, Williams said three- 
fourths of the Petroleum Car- 
riers stock was held in trust 
for Onassis’s two minor chil- 
dren, The other stock, Williams 
said, is owned by a foreign 
company controlled by Onassis, 
who now is an Argentine citi- 
zen, 

The Senator said Onassis 
“arranged that his two children 
be born in this country” so that 
they could have the right to 
claim American citizenship 
when they reach maturity. 


U.S, ASKS SOVIET TO REVISE

our American democracy.” 


{In the light of the article and 
the editorial we have now arrived 
at the center of one of the most 
confused areas in public thought. 

The chief cause for this confu- 
sion is that so many people, in- 
¢luding a few members of Con- 
gress, do not understand the rela- 
tionship between two fundamental 
principles in our democracy which 
are attached to the Supreme 
Court—the duty of the citizen to 
respect the Court as an institu- 
tion, and the right of the citizen 
to criticize the opinions of mem- 
bers of the Court. 

An important contributing 
eause of this misunderstanding is 
that the people are often sub- 
jected to sensational speeches and 
articles that glorify the duty to 
respect and shun or minimize the 
right to criticize; or, glorify the 
right to criticize and shun or be- 
little the duty to respect.

A Pedestrian’s Progress 

The Pennsylvania Supreme Court pities the 
poor pedestrian. Awarding damages in the 
case of an elderly man killed while crossing 
a Philadelphia street, Justice Michael A. Mus- 
manno held that a pedestrian observing 
highway rules has a right to stop traffic 
“even as Moses held back the Red Sea.” 2 

We agree in principle but not in allusion. 
Even at crossings marked to give pedestrians 
the right of way, a man on foot must proceed 
with care. He must look at the traffic light, 
but also look right, left and behind him, all 
at once and constantly. Stepping cautiously 
from the curb, he should bend slightly for- 
ward in sprinter’s position. Do oncoming 
vehicles lean forward, indicating use of 
brakes? If not, he can sprint. If so, he can 
sigh with relief. 

When Moses held back the Red Sea, he 
“stretched out his hand over the sea, and the. 
Lord caused the sea to go back by a strong 
east wind all that night.” No pedestrian can 
count on stopping traffic by stretching out 
his hand, unless he can count on similar infi- 
In short, a pedestrian had 
better not think of himself as Moses. He is 
more in the position of Pharaoh, and every- 
body knows what happened to him.

Claim for 5000 Tickets | 


It seems like old if not happier times to 
have the name of Edwin Wendell Pauley on 
Page One again. Currently the news about 
Mr. Pauley is that he claims he has 5000 tick- 
ets to the 1960.

He had 
been in the forefront of the effort to pass 
quitclaim legislation through which Congress 
would renounce federal rights to the oil-laden 
offshore areas along the Gulf and California 
coasts. Then the Post-Dispatch printed an in- 
terview with Interior Secretary Ickes who 
said that.Mr. Pauley had told him two years 
earlier that California oil men would donate 
generouslyto the Democratic campaign if 
the Government’s test suit claiming the off- 
shore afeas were withheld. 

Finally it got to be a showdown between

F or Better Campaign Financing 


We No Longer Can Afford to Have Politicians Indebted to Special Interests 


Peter Kilby

There is a deep-seated flaw in the 
machinery of American democracy: 
namely, that the financial burden 
imposed upon an elected official be- 
fore, during and after holding office 
more often than not considerably. ex- 
ceeds his sources of income. 

Many ex-Presidents, for example, 
have suffered personal hardships in 
the absence of any type of pension. 
If the lesser is-

system. For example, the cost of 
campaigns for public office in 1952 
was $140,000,000; in 1956 it was 
$200,000,000. 

The political campaign fulfills a 
necessary function by organizing in- 
terest, idealism and sentiment into 
an effective propellant for the vital 
engine of government. Consequently, 
campaign funds must be seen as a 
necessary cost of representative gov- 
ernment, to ‘be borne by the people 
in the most equitable manner, 


Where does the money come from? 
Probably 1952 is the most exemplary 
year, with 3,000,000 or 5 per cent of 
the voting public contributing. This 
was the year of the much advertised 
Democratic drive conducted by 
Beardsley Ruml to collect $5 from 
each Democrat; the result was $600,- 
000 or 1 per cent of the goal. 


Public Opinion 


Today the applicable laws are the. 


amended Corrupt Practices Act of 
1925 and the Hatch Act of 1940, 
which im limitations so rigid 
and unre that wholesale eva- 
sion is both accepted and necessary. 

Looking first at the limitations on 
the campaigning -itself, for a Rep- 
resentative the legal maximum ex- 
penditure is $2500 or three cents 
‘for each vote cast at the last general 
election, up to $5000. For a sen- 
atorial candidate the maximum is 
$10,000, or a possible $25,000 on the 
three cents per voter basis. Expen- 
ditures by the national committees 
may not exceed $3,000,000. An in- 
dividual may not contribute more 
than $5000 to a political party. Cor- 
porations and labor unions are pro- 


hibited from using their funds in a 
party campaign. 

These limitations are bypassed in 
numerous ways, Primaries are not 
covered by the laws, yet they are 
often the real contests. The legisla- 
tion excludes committees operatirg 
in a single state. The reporting 
forms are so complicated that it is 
almost impossible to extract the sim- 
ple facts. Failure to file is rarely 
prosecuted. 

To avoid the $5000 limitation, 
there has been a proliferation of 
committees at all levels, such as 
Citizens for Eisenhower and Volun- 
teers for Stevenson, each of which

voters would contribute if asked.

Other remedies have been pro- 
posed. Federal grants-in-aid for 
congressional contestants on a 8 
cents per voter basis would estab- 
lish a certain minimum equity and 
encourage the candidacy of the less 
rich. An alternative is the subsidiza- 
tion of the parties themselves, The 
latter, however, presents many dif- 
ficulties because of the decentralized 
nature of the party structure. The 
use of a neutral campaign fund, split 
equally, has been tried with success 
under certain conditions. Income tax 
exemptions for contributions within 
modest limits have also been sug- 
gested. 


Precisely because the legislature 
is an elected body, pressure groups 
are able to influence its actions. The 
instruments of organized interest are 
campaign funds, ability to generate 
election propaganda and votes; the 
besieged legislator is free to advance 
the common good only so far ‘as he 
can do so and still remain in office, 


Within this context, the issue of 
campaign funds provides, at an in- 
stitutional level, an opportunity to 
check the disruptive influence of 
particularism by the relatively sim- 
ple procedure of extending substan- 
tial federal grants to the national 
committee of each party. As the na- 
tional party organs accumulate power 
through control of the purse strings, 
the strength of the state parties 
would necessarily be diminished. 
The congressional candidate, fi- 
nanced by the national committee, 
could run on national issues rather 
than local interests. In Congress the 
logical outgrowth would be a move- 
ment toward greater party discipline 
and, in consequence, the elimination 
of the vacuum which is now exe 
ploited by the pressure groups,

The old champion and the 
new one eat their second and 
final. meal approximately the 
same time, around 3:30 p.m., 
some five and one-half hours 
before the first bell. 

Akins prefers a small cube 
steak or lamb chops, medium 
well. Jordan goes for a little 
larger steak and also has a 
salad with oil and vinegar, 
toast and a similar gelatin 
dessert, Neither eats pota- 
toes, though Akins might 
have a hard roll instead of 
toast. 

“You've got to take all 
possible grease out of the 
diet 48 hours before the 
fight,” said Farrell, and Nes- 
seth agreed, smiling. 

“I control Jordan’s diet 
for six weeks before he steps 
into the ring,” said the young 
fight manager, who looks 
more like a graduate student 
or budding bacteriologist. 

“Don is a Mexican boy 
who likes that hot Mexican 
food. You’ve got to take it 
away from him in plenty of 
time.” 


The Winner and... 


After that condemned- 
man’s meal, both fighters 
take a 30-minute walk before 
lying down, the relaxed Jor- 
dan to sleep and the more 
tense Akins to cat-nap if the 
mind wil forget the upcoming 
activity momentarily. 

Arriving at the Auditorium 
about two hours before the 
first razor commercial, Akins 
usually wil get into a game 
of checkers with Farrell or 
Co-Manager Bernie Glickman, 
and, they say, he’ll play with 
concentration. Virg just could 
not stretch out, but Jordan 
can rest in his dressing room, 
if not sleep any longer. 

Within 45 minutes of the 
fight, Eddie Futch, Jordan’s 
trainer, will wind the protec- 
tive gauze and tape around 
the champion’s fists, with an 
Akins handler observing. 
Meanwhile, as uSual, Farrell 
will have to restrain Akins 
from beginning the job too 
soon. After all, one of Jor- 
dan’s men must be there to 
make certain Virg doesn’t get 
too much tape at the knuckles. 
Besides, the trainer doesn’t 
want tlhe hands bandaged too 
soon to lessen risk of the 
fists cramping. 

*- Akins, like old warrior Ar- 
chie Moore, bandages his own 
hands. “It gives him some- 
thing to do, and he needs it,” 
said Farrell. “Better still, the 

fighter knows better than 

anyone if the bandage is too 
tight or too loose.” 
Both Farrell and Futch 
gently massage their men 
with cocoa butter, to soothe 
tense nerves and to make pli- 
able business muscles and, 
they say, to help open the 
pores, encouraging free per- 
spiration. Although Jordan 
has heavy scar tissue over his 
left eye, he seems to heal as 
fast as he bleeds, and, appar- 
ently, needs no special prep- 
aration. But Farrell works 
collodion into the brow over 
both of Akins’s eyes. 

Now it’s time for the hood- 
ed gladiators to go out to do 
battle. 

‘Who'll win? 

We're no expert, but Jor- 
dan has youth, speed, boxing 
ability and momentum on his 
side. A long-ball hitter like 
Akins will be dangerous, of 
course, but only if he proves 
he’s the tiger who took out 
Vince Martinez and not the 
tabby who couldn't lick a 
milk saucer at Los Angeles.

OFFICE MACHINES

JEFFERSON CITY, April 23 
—A resolution for an inquiry 
into the state’s practice of 
leasing a number of electronic 
business machines to handle 
the paper work in its various 
departments and agencies was 
adopted yesterday by the Mis- 
souri House. 

Representative Paul M. Berra 
(Dem.), St. Louis, author of 
the resolution, told the House 
that Missouri now spends 
about $800,000 a year in leas- 
ing and operating these ma- 
chines despite the fact the ma- 
chines are not in full-time op- 
eration. 

He said it had been sug- 
gested that one large machine 
could be purchased for instal- 
lation in a central business of- 
fice where it would be kept in 
full-time use handling the pa- 
per work of all the agencies 
and departments. Such a step 
could save the state up to 
$300,000 a year, Berra said. 

The resolution has brought 
into focus the sharp business 
rivalry between the Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corp. 
which now rents individual 
machines to the various state 
departments and the Reming- 
ton Rand Division of Sperry 
Rand Corp. which manufac- 
tures and sells large business 
machines. 

A substitute resolution of- 
fered by Representative Thom- 
as Graham (Dem.), Jefferson 
City, was ruled out of order. 
It would have called for the 
appointment of a joint Senate- 
House committee to appraise 
the situation, with the aid of 
an independent consultant, and 
recommend the better practice.

Since the park is ridden with potential crim- 
finals, three gardiens are on duty at all times. 
Each gerdien is armed with a whistle. Any infrac- 
tion of the rules brings an immediate blast from 
the whistle. One biast on the whistle is considered 
a misdemeanor. TWo Diasts is a felony. Three 
blasts can only mean one thing—the child is in- 
eorrigible and must be put away for good. 


The gardiens could not do their work without the intri- 
eate informer system which they have built up. 

The children in the Pare Monceau tell on each other. 

How the gardiens have built up their informer system 
is very interesting. When a child commits a minor offense 
(removing sand from the sandpile without authorization or 
feeding the swans stale bread), the gardien lets him go, 
on condition that when the gardien needs information on 
a major crime (theft from the tulip beds, throwing rocks at 
the fish), the child gives it to him. This informer system 
has been so successful that 99 per cent of all the crimes 
eommitted in the Pare Monceau have been solved. 

“Ratting on each other comes easy to children,” a gar- 
dien explained to us one Sunday morning. “Kids will in- 
form on each other even if they have to make it up.” 


Clothes play an important role in the Pare 
Monceau. The majority of the children go to the 
park (with thelr nannies, and the social standing 
of the nanny depends on how well dressed the 
children are. Since the nurses dress the children, 
and since no nurse would show up with her charge 
in yesterday’s rompers, the parents of the children 
who play in the Parc Monceau must bear a heavy 
financial burden, But this makes the park exclus- 
ive, more or iess like a country club, and the kids 
who can’t afford to change after lunch usually 
play somewhere else. 


One week we rebelled at the laundry bill and said 
that in the future the children would have to wear the 
same outfit in the afternoon as they did in the morning. 
The nurse immediately handed in her resignation. 

“The Moncea,” she said as she slammed the door, “is 
not the Central Park.” 

At sunset every night the chains go up on the footpaths 
and a gardien goes through the park ringing a cowbell, 
warning everyone the park is to be locked for the night. 
As it tolis “‘the knell of parting day—the lowing herd winds 
slowly o’er the lea—The nanny homeward plods her weary 
way—And heaven knows how much it’s costing me.

‘Ideal Immigrant .

medical training at the Medical College in Virginia, and 
served his internship in Charleston. He joined the Con- 
federate Army as an assistant surgeon and, for the last 
three years of the war, saw service with the Army of North- 
ern Virginia. 
When the war was done, the South was not 

& prosperous place, but Simon Baruch loved it 

and set his practice up in Camden, S.C. He was 

a foreigner. He had an accent, but what the peo- 

ple saw in Dr..Baruch’s eyes was contmiseration 

and understanding. This was a signal they could 

read plainly. 


He was almost 41 when he left for New Yc -+. I'r. Baruch 
made the move, not because he was dissatisfied with Cam- 
den, but because’ he had new and daring medical ideas, 
end, if they were to be accepted, New York was the place 
to try them. 

In 1888—seven years after his arrival in the metropolis 


—Dr. Baruch was known as a prominent surgeon. One of. 


his radical ideas was that, in cases where appendicitis is 
suspected, one should not wait for a turn for the worse 
before trying surgery. Surgery should be undertaken at 
once. Prior to this, treatment often consisted of hot water 
bottles and ice bags. 

In 1890, Dr: Baruch began intensive work on the use 
of warm flowing baths in the treatment of certain emo- 
tional disorders and typhoid fever. This had been intro- 
duced by Winternitz in Vienna, but it took Baruch,® and 
two books on hydrotherapy, to make it popular. 

At the turn of the century, the immigrant was ap- 
pointed a full professor at Columbia University. He was 
. now 60, and he felt that he should devote more time to the 
poor. He opened the first free public bath in Rivington 
street in New York in 1901. In a short time, there were 
100 of these around the country. 

He worked hard. Often, he worked for no fee. He 
talked the State of New York into buying the mineral 
springs at Saratoga. When the springs were purchased, 
Dr. Baruch returned to Europe, at his expense, and studied 
the cures effected at the famous spas. He introduced 
them in America. ° 

This is not to say that he was too busy to lead a family 
life. On Nov. 27, 1867, he married Isabel Wolfe of Winns- 
boro, S.C., and as his children grew, he found time to im- 
part to them his love of men and country. 


Dr. Baruch believed that hard. work never killed 
anyone. He proved it by working for as many 
hours as he could remain awake. The hours be- 
came shorter and shorter and the clocks ticked 
nervously and swiftly. The doctor kept working 
until the last, and the last was June 3, 1921, just 
short of his eighty-first birthday. 


The doctor has been forgotten, except in medical cir- 
cles. He came here with very little 10*e than a clean 
heart and an inquiring mind. He left a legacy of goodness 
and understanding everywhere. 

Once, to my knowledge, Dr. Baruch committed to writ- 
ing his feelings about the United States. What he wrote 
should be set in bronze for all to see: 

“If I did not stand ready to consecrate heart and so’1l 
and all that I possess to the defense of my adopted country, 
I would despise myself as a scoundrel] and a perjurer and 
regard myself as an ingrate to the government which has, 
for 60 years, enhanced and protected my life, my honor 
and my happiness.” ...

Durante 
and Roth discussed rehearsal 
as if it was something brand- 
new to them and that turned 
out to be one of Durante’s se- 
crets. Every rehearsal is brand- 
new to him in a way. He never 
gives the same old act. The 
same act, yes, to a large ex- 
tent. Old, never. 

“We'll rehearse in the 
Ketchi-coo Room,” Durante 
said to Roth. A hotel employe 
shuddered and walked away, 
giving himself the satisfaction 
of muttering, “It’s the Khoras- 
san Room—Khorassan.” 

Durante doesn’t get arou 
much. For generations he has 
been mostly a night club en- 
tertainer. Give him a New 
York room with a piano and 


-people in it, let him tear up 


the piano and fracture the peo- 
ple, and he is happy. A room 
named Khorassan must have 
come as a horrible shock to 
him. He was doing the best he 
could with the name on short 
notice. After he’s had a couple 
of days to recover he should 
do great things with the name 
of the Khorassan room. 


The penalty here is, St. 
Louis will never know about 
Durante’s progress re-arrang- 
ing the sounds of Khorassan to 
suit himself. He was here for 
one night only, a two-show 
performance before about 2300 
people attending a shoe con- 
vention, The shoe people had 
been sticking to their lasts and 
the entertainment committee 
rewarded them with Durante. 

The entertainment commit- 
tee came close. to scoring a 
first. His one-nighter here was 
Durante’s second appearance 
in St. Louis during 47 years 
of show business. 

“I never played St. Louis 
but one other time,” he said. 
“It was a one-nighter, too. I 
came here for a tobacco com- 
pany, 10, 15 years ago. I don’t 
get around much. People think 
I’ve been all around the coun- 
try because they think I was in 
vaudeville but I never did 
much vaudeville. Mostly I’ve 
played clubs. I never played 
west of Chicago.-I’ve played 


New York, Chicago, 
Vegas.” 


He didn’t grin when he 
put Las Vegas in its place, 
east of Chicago. The rest of 
Nevada stayed put, but Du- 
rante moved Las Vegas and 
its night clubs to its right- 
ful spot in the entertainment 
geography, east of Chicago. 
Durante has a home in Hol- 
lywood, an off-Broadway de- 
velopment located in Cali- 
fornia. 


Ten yards up the lobby three 
club women had tried to go 
through a door wide enough 
for two club women and dur- 
ing the traffic tie-up Durante 
moved nimbly across the lob- 
by. From the rear, jug-eared 
cand somewhat bent of back, he 
resembled Casey Stengel. 
Thinking about it agaifi and 
looking at him from the front, 
a view that mutes the grandeur 
of his beak a little, he still 
looked like Casey Stengel. 


Stengel manages the New 
York Yankee baseball team 
and gets into his work a great 
deal of the impromptu wild- 
ness that Durante gets into his. 
The difference is that Stengel’s 
wildness is confined to his 
speech habits, breaking up the 
language to test his audience’s 
sanity. 


“Yes, I’ve been told I resem- 
ble Steel,” Durante said. 
“We're friends a long time. 
Naw, I never thought about 
doing him in an act but I bet 
he would make a good one. 
When he gets up and sticks his 
hands in his pockets like this 
and goes out to the pitcher—.” 

Durante got up, stuck his 
hands in his hip pockets, 
scowled, thrust out his jaw and 
for a second it was Yankee 
Stadium and Durante was 
Stengel telling his guy pitching 
that the next one better be a 
strike or he’d take away the 
athlete’s chewing tobacco priv- 
ileges for a week. 

“Yeh, Casey oughta be a 
good one,” Durante said, ‘but 
not in a night club act. Gotta 
keep movin’ more than that. 
Maybe it’d be OK to do Casey 
for a show though.” 

Durant@ in the early 1950s 
was one of the first to lead tele-

Fix It Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


WHEN it’s necessary. to re- 
move falling paint from out- 
side wood house siding, we can 
do the job either with a paint 
and varnish remover or by 
softening the paint with heat 
and then scraping it off. 


Sometimes, however, people 
have masonry on the outside of 
their walls and if they wish to 
remove old paint from mason- 
ry, they use a different tech- 
nique than with wood. 


If the paint has been on the 
walls for a good many years 
you can assume that it’s an oil 
base paint and in this case it 
can be removed by scrubbing 
with a strong solution of tri- 
sodium phosphate and warm 
water. This will also work on 
many of the rubber base 
paints. 

For best results, brush the 
solution over the surface and 
let it sit there for’a time to 
soften up the paint, then go to 
work with a stiff wire brush. 

As there is almost sure to be 
some splashing of the cleaning 


solution, be sure to wear old 
clothes, protective gloves and 
goggles. 

Paints that won't respond to 
trisodium phosphate can usual- 
ly be softened with a solution 
of one part muriatic acid to 
ten parts water. As this acid 
solution can be harmful to 
clothing and to the face and 
eyes, be sure to take all pre- 
cautions such as gloves, gog- 
gles, and use a long handled 
brush to reduce the chance of 
the solution getting on you. 


It’s most important to flush 
away all traces of the trisodium 
or muriatic acid solution for if 
left on the masonry it can sof- 
ten up the mortar joints. 

After you've removed the 
paint, flush the surface with 
clear water. 

These methods will remove 
most of the paint but it’s doubt- 
ful if you'll get the bricks—if 
that is what the walls are made 
of—back to their natural state. 
The only way that this can be 
done is by sandblasting.

Torn-Up Agreements 


NEW YORK, April 23. 

AS ONE LOOKS at the pictures of crowds of Tibetans 
who stream down.to welcome the Dalai Lama and to get a 
fleeting blessing as he passes on his train, one cannot help 
but wonder how the Communist Chinese government can 
give such strange excuses for what they have done in Tibet. 

It seems to me it would be better to say nothing, for 
the whole of Asia must know that the pattern of broken 
promises and torn-up agreements has repeated itself. 


oe And we know, if we did not know it before, 
that under the Communist pattern the end justifies 
the means. If you believe that Communism must 
spread to all the world, then the way it is accom- 
plished makes very little difference. An agreement 
to let people have freedom to make their own 
choice in peace has no validity. For when you find 
that these people are not going the way you ex- 
pected them to go, you will tear up the agree- 
ments and use force to obtain your objective. 


- This is what the Communists have done in Tibet. This 
is what they did in Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia and in all 
the satellite countries. By now the whole of Asia should 
know what has happened and should understand better the 

‘ong struggle that has gone on in the disarmament meet- 

‘Ings. Without some firm ways to prove that promises are 

. going to be kept, the world would indeed be foolish to trust 
- its future to written agreements with the Communists. 

Disarmament is something all of us want. To see nu- 

clear tests stopped would be a relief to many of us. And 

even with the new suggestions made by the United States 

many of us feel there is still much chance of danger to the 

human race which we should like to eliminate altogether. 


But unless the Soviets agree to inspection no 
One can be surprised that the West does not accept 
mere written agreements. 

Even inspection may not be foolproof, but with 
alert people on: the job it probably can be made 
to give as much safety as we can hope for until 
such time as the Communists come to the conclu- 
sion that the world does not intend to be a Com- 
munist world. 


When the time comes, it may be possible to settle down 
to letting people have freedom of choice. Some may choose 
Communism and some may not. But if people are free to 
choose, we can live together with different ideologies and 
not go to war or have any fear of force. Until the Commu- 
nists come to this conclusion our only safeguard can be 
an inspection system that would be as alert as possible.

asparagus has been

vegetables. You can 
mat on the carbohydrates and 
proteins you need from other 
vegetables. You can eat as- 
paragus for sheer pleasure. 


for cultivating asparagus, 
Pliny the Elder mentjons that 


the Roman gardeners produced 


asparagus which weighed three 
stalks to the pound. 


One of the most delicious of 
vegetables, asparagus is the 
most simple to prepare. You 
merely plunge it into boiling 
water and let it cook until you 
can stick a fork through the 
thickest part. It should not be 
overcooked. That spoils the 
flavor, texture and color. 


Not all asparagus lovers 
agree on what should be served 
with it. The majority hold for 
plain butter, salt and pepper, 
insisting that only when and 
if a ntan becomes glutted with 
this should he turn to any of 
the fancier accompaniments. 
Another school goes for oil 
and vinegar, and still another 
insists that it reaches its great- 
est glory when accompanied by 
white sauce or Hollandaise. 
You can take your choice. 


TAKE CARE in buying your 
asparagus. It ages rapidly 
after it is cut. Fresh aspara- 
gus is green and the tips are 
tightly closed. If the tips are 
spread out, and there is more 
than an ineh or so of white 
at the bottom, it is old and 
will be tough and woody. 

Asparagus should be washed 
well. It is usually grown in 
sandy loam, and sand is likely 
to hide under the scales. If 
you’ve wondered just where to 
make the cut between the tough 
part and the wender part, the 
answer is simple. Just hold 
each stalk by the ends, between 
thumb and forefinger, and 
bend. It will break at pre- 
cisely the right spot.

than the\tips,' the best way to 
cook asparagus evenly is to tie 
it in a bundle and stand it' up 
in the boiling water. The water 
should come about two-thirds 
of the way up. If the asparagus 
is young, cook it 10 minutes 
this way, then lay it on its side 
for another five minutes. If 
it’s old give it an extra five 
minutes. 

Drain it well, douse it gen- 
erously with butter and salt 
and pepper to taste, and you 


have asparagus as it was oly & 


to be eaten. 


IF YOU WOULD LIKE to 
try variations, then here is one 
of the simplest and best cream 
sauce methods: 

For one bunch of asparagus 
make a cream sauce with two 
tablespoons of flour, two table- 
spoons of butter and a cup of 
milk. Put the cooked asparagus 


in a buttered, oblong baking 
dish. Season the sauce with 
salt and pepper and pour it 
over the asparagus. Sprinkle 
the top with grated cheese and 
a little paprika. Bake it in 
a moderate oven only long 
enough for the cheese to melt 
and brown a little. 


ASPARAGUS GOES very 


well with ham and here’s an 
excellent way to combine them. 
Provide yourself with eight 
thin slices of boiled ham and 
24 stalks of cooked asparagus. 
Drain the asparagus well and 
put three stalks on each slice 
of ham. Roll the ham around 
them and put the rolls close 
together in a greased baking 
dish. Make a thin cream sauce 
(one tablespoon each of flour 
and butter to a cup of milk) 
and season it with salt and

It is assumed, of course, that 
the asparagus is waiting, boiled 
to perfection. Drain it well, 
then pour the sauce over it. 
Next to plain, buttered aspar- 
agus, it’s the best. 


SOME INTERESTING varia- 
tions of creamed asparagus are 
achieved by cooking the as- 
paragus in milk and then using 
the milk for the sauce. 

For example: Boil the aspara- 
gus in milk with a seasoning of 
a little onion, part of a leaf 
and a couple of cloves. Strain 
off the milk, remove the sea- 
sonings, and then use the milk 
to make a white sauce, When 
the sauce thickens, cool it, and 
add an egg yolk and a little 
lemon juice. Pour this over the 
drained asparagus. The 
goes well with poached eggs. 

For another: Boil the aspara- 
gus in milk seasoned with onion, 
a bit of bay leaf, thyme and a 
couple of strips of lemon oy 
Strain the milk and use it jn 
a white sauce. Drain the as- 
paragus well, pour on the sauce 
and decorate it with strips of 
cucumber.
